The  engineer's  reply  pub- 
lished in  full  on  other  pages,  was  a 
lengthy  one,  but  was  listened  to  with 
the' greatest  attention  and  the  applause 
which  burst  forth  at  its  conclusion 
testified  in  no  unmistakable  manner  to 
the  opinion  of  the  sudlence  that  the 
official's  response  wss  adequate. 

Not  since  the  famous  session  s  year 
ago  when   Mayor  Morley  was  then  at- 
tempting to  get  rid  of  the  engineer,  an

pubjtc   opinion    forced    His   Worship   to 
come    out   into   the  open,    hss   such   an 
audience  thronged  the  council  chamber 
and  the  temper  of  the  crowd  last  night 
was  similar  to  that  displayed  then.

The  pecu- 
liarity is  shared  by  all  the  copper  find 
silver  coins  struck  off  in  the  mint  this 
year.  No  gold  coins  have  been  strode 
off  so  far  In  1911.  though  the  apparatus 
for  so  doing  Is  in  a  forward  state.  The 
dies  for  these  coins  <have  the  "del 
gratia."  It  further  la  the  Cass  that  next 
year's  coins  will  have  the  stately  and 
reverent  oU  motto  restored. 

The  cause  of  the  omission  Is  an  Inad- 
vertence on  the  part  of  the  authorities 
of  the  British  mint.  The  diee  were  pre- 
pared in  England,  and  It  was  there  that 
the  mistake  wss  made.  ^  They  arrived 
early  In  the  year.  The .  situation  In 
which  the  department  of  finance  found 
itself  with  regard  to  the  matter  was 
that  for  one  thing  Canada  wss  under  n 
substantial  obligation  to  the  British 
authorities  In  the  matter,  and  for  an- 
other that  there  was  acute  need  for  cur- 
rency. Accordingly  tbe  designs  were 
replaced  and  approved.  None  the  less. 
the  1912  coinage  Will  revert  to  the  an- 
cient usage,  so  that  the  1011  coinage 
will  be  distinguished  from  that  of  other 
years.

The  imperial  Chinese  forces  met  with 
defeat  Wednesday  at  Hankow,  being 
driven  back  by  the  rebels. — The  extent 
of  the  defeat  is  not  known,  but  the 
government  forces  are  supposed  to  be 
entrenched  seven  miles  north  of  Han- 
kow awaiting  reinforcements.  Ths 
warships  that  took  part  in  the  engage- 
ment with  one  exception,  retreated 
down  'the  river.  One  of  the  vessels,  it 
is  reported,  went  over  to  the  revolu- 
tionists. 

Consular  despatches  received  st  Pe- 
king from  the  province  of  Tun  Nan 
report  that  the  troops  there  are  threat- 
ening to  mutiny.  The  Chinese  govern- 
ment admits  s  serious  situation  st 
Chang  Sha,  province  Of  Honan,  snd  tots 
admission  is  believed  to  indicate  that 
the  people  there  have  joined  the  revolt. 
"It  Is  feared  by  the  legations  at  Pe- 
king that  news  of  tbe  repulse  of  the 
government  forces  at  Hankow  will  ut- 
terly demoralise  tbe  troops  no*  mobil- 
ising and  also  -  thst  the  provinces 
south  of  ths  Tsngtse  and  some  of  these 
north  of  thst  river  will  secede. 

Although  ths  Peking  government  re- 
ports that  War  Minister  Tin  Tehaag 
haa  about  completed  the  mobilisation 
of  the  army  with  which  to  put  down 
the  rebellion,  the  foreign  minister  alone 
seems  to  have  confidence  in  Its  propos- 
ed attack  against  the  enemy.  The  fear 
generally  seems' to  prtrVnflrSfgT*^^ 
rely  on  proclamations  and  negotiations 
with  tbe  enemy,  toeing  fearful  to  move 
his  army.

Baulks  Council's  Wishes—, 
—Against  Spending  Money 
for  Police  rleadojiarters 


'  In  face  of  the  expressed  destre  <*  the 
city  council  that  the  M0.000  voted 
some  months  ago  by  ths  rntep*yers  for 
the  purpose  of  making  necessary  alter* 
»{<«"»•  »o  th«  market  building  to  pro- 
vide adequate "  police  neadnuarters, 
and  in  direct  opposition  to  the  wishes 
of  the  majority  of  the  member*  of  tha 
police  commission,  as  expressed  yes- 
terday afternoon  at  a  meeting  of  that 
body.  Mayor  Morley  Jast  night  vetoeU 
the  action  of  the  council  taken  at  last 
Friday's  meeting.  He  refused  to 
permit  the  carrying  out  of  the  im- 
provement scheme  and  for  the  second 
time  within  a  week  exercised  the  ex- 
treme power  vested  In  him. 

His  communication  setting  forth 
his  reasons  for  this  step  was  merely 
received  and  filed.  It  Is  altogether 
likely  that  at  a  meeting  to  be  held 
next  Tuesday  evening  the  council  will 
bring  back  Its  resolution  to  the  effect 
that  the  work  shall  be  proceeded  with 
and  pass  it  again  over  the  mayor's 
veto,  as  It  has  the  legal  right  to  do.

Only  within  the 
past  two  or  three  days  had  the  chief 
found  that  these,  formerly,  great  dif- 
ficulties could  be  so  easily  remedied. 
Alderman  Okell  doubted  If  the  mayor 
could  veto  a  bylaw  ratified  by  the  rate- 
payers, but  His  Worship  split  hairs  by 
stating  that  he  was  not  exercising  his 
vete  against  the  bylsw.  but  against  the 
expenditure  of. the  money  voted  there- 
under. 

Alderman.  W.  F.  Fullerton  declared 
the  mayor  was  making  a  misleading 
statement  when  he  said  the  people, 
when  they  passed  the  bylaw  to  make 
tha  alterations  to  tha  market  building, 
were  unaware  that  a  civic  centre 
scheme  would  be  advanced.  It  was 
simply  a  subterfuge  to  sky  he  was 
merely  voting  against  the  expenditure 
of  the  money  and  not  against  the  by- 
law. But  doubtless  the  mayor  would. 
as  usual,  display  bis  customary  high- 
handedness. 

Alderman      Langley      suggested    con- 
signing  the  mayor's  communication   to 
the   archives     of    the    city     hall    Wtin* 
Alderman  H.   M.    Ku  tier  ton  declared  'the 
mayor's  .  evident    purpose    was    to    hold 
forth  ss  the  only  member  of  the  coun- 
cil   safe-guarding    the  .  public    welfare.

Then  the  blue  print  showing  a  pro- 
file of  tbe  Courtney  otreet  pavement, 
the  document  over  which  all  the  trouble 
arose,  was  produced.  The  map  showed 
a  street  width  of  slxty-sla  feet  with 
ten- foot  sidewalks  on  either  side.  Tbe 
actual  width  of  the  roadway,  that  Is 
forty-six  feet,  had  been  set  out  but  In 
some  manner  this  figure  "forty-six" 
had  been  obliterated  with  Ink.  This 
change  was  what  tbe  solicitor  termed 
a  forgery.  The  clerk  claimed  a  child 
could  see  from  the  profile  that  the 
roadway  width  was  Intended  to  be 
forty-six  feet.  How  the  obliteration 
occurred  he  could  not  say,  but  he  waa 
not  responsible  for  It. 

Alderman  Moresby  suggested  adopt- 
ing the  proper  procedure.  A  charge 
had  been  made  by  the  solicitor  and  he 
should  submit  his  side  of  the  case.

Gentlemen,— To    the    following    reply, 
which  I   have  made  to  the  charges  pre- 
ferred against  me  by   the  mayor,   I   sek 
your   closest   attention. 

Concerning  the  action  of  the  council 
of  1910:  Immediately  after  my  Installa- 
tion as  city  engineer  of  Victoria.  I  be* 
came  aware  of  Mr.  Morley's  attitude  of 
hostility  towards  myself.  Early  in  the 
season  of  1910  he  endeavored  to  "pois- 
on the  mind"  of  the  chairman  of  the 
streets  committee  against  me  by  say- 
ing that  it  was  reported  that  I  held 
stock  In  a  paving  company  about  to  op- 
erate In  the  city.  On  different  occa- 
sions. In  committee  meetings,  he  quoted 
Mr.  Bryson's  opinion  on  engineering 
matters  in  direct  opposition  to  my  own, 
as  for  example — the"  suitability  of  the 
soil  on  L>lnden  avenne  near  May  street 
for  a  covering  of  asphalt;  the  cost  of 
the  pavement  and  sidewalks  on  Doug- 
las Street:  also  matters  dealing  with 
the  creosote  plsnt,  thus  causing  a 
want  of  confidence  between  my  assist- 
ant and  myself.  Mr.  Morley  also  en- 
couraged Mr.  Bryson  to  confer  with 
him  deny  Without  my  Knowledge  or 
consent  on  matters  relating  to  my  de- 
partment 

By  a  campaign  of  unceasing  criticism 
and  fault-flndlng  he  prejudiced  the  al- 
dermen against  my  work,  before  I  had 
an  opportunity  to  demonstrate  what  I 
was  capable  of.  In  this  connection  I 
would  cite  his  oft-repeated  contention 
that  in  such  streets  as  Langford  street, 
Victoria  West,  and  Vancouver  street.  It 
was  unnecessary  to  expend  so  much  in 
removing  earth  for  the  sub-grade.  «hat 
I  was  making  them  too  low.  etc.,  also 
had  I  not  altered  the  grade  on  Linden 
at  Fairfield,  where  the  curb  on  the  east 
side  built  previous  to  my  tenure  of  of* 
flee,  waa  J'-»"  higher  than  the  curb  on 
the  west  side,  1  should  have  been  guilty 
of  a  colossal  engineering  blunder,  to 
which  I  would  not  be  a  party.  The 
cutting  down  of  the  grade  at  Linden 
avenue  and  May  streets  to  the  only 
proper  grade  was  a  sertous  blunder 
from    the  mayor's  standpoint. 

A  special  attempt  waa  alao  made  to 
show  that  the  piles  for  the  Roes  Bay 
groynes  were  Improperly  placed  and 
would  not  stand  one  storm.  After 
fourteen  months  of  use.  the  piles  are 
today  more  solid  than  when  they  were 
put  in.        ' 

By  those  •  constant  criticisms  and 
mis-representations,  the  Anally  convinc- 
ed .the  aldermen  that  my  office  waa  In 
a  slat*  of  disorganisation  and  I.  my* 
self.  Inadequate  to  cope  with  the  work, 
and  the  climax  came  when  the  alder- 
men allowed  the  mayor  to  get  in  com- 
munication with  other  engineers, 
though  they  did  not  authorise  feint  to 
ask  for  my  resignation,  Following  this, 
there  was  some  correspondence  with 
Mr.  Rust;  Mr.  Rust  did  not  offer  his 
services  and  that  he  even  allowed  his 
name  to  be  mentioned  in  connection 
with  the  city  englneershtp.  wee  due  to 
misrepresentation,  as  le  obvious  from 
the  following  letter:

Dear  Mr.  Smith,— I  see  by  the  press 
reports  that  you  are  having  a  rather 
lively  time.

As  soon  aa  this  specific  caae  came 
up,  and  on  furrher  consultation  with 
elty  solicitor,  I  gave  specific  Instruc- 
tions to  my  assistants  to  show  clearly 
the  figures  and  dimensions  of  the  dif- 
ferent Local  Improvements,  and  have 
given  instructions  to  have  the  By-laws 
strictly   adhered  to. 

2nd.  In  the  matter  of  Courtney 
street,  the  report,  plans  and  specifica- 
tions were  net  changed  after  leaving 
the  engineer's  office  and  the  accusation 
of  the  city  solicitor  that  forgery  wad 
committed  in  regard  to  the  same,  either 
surreptitiously  or  otherwise,  in  my  office 
or  that  of  the  city  clerk.  Is  absolutely 
groundless  and  false.  Herewith  is  at- 
tached a  letter  from  Mr.  .  Adam,  who 
had  charge  of  this  work  in  my  office. 
SBr.  Adam's  Letter

Angus  Smith,  Esq..  City  Engineer: 

Dear  Sir, — In  accordance  with  your 
instructions.  I  have  examined  the  copy 
of  the  report  of  Courtney  etreet,  be* 
tween  Douglee  street  and  Quadra  street, 
submitted  to  the  council  on  May  19th, 
1911.  and  find  that  It  corresponds  with 
the  copy  In  this  office. 

So  far  aa  I  know,  no  change  or  alter- 
ation baa  been  made  in.  this  report  after 
aame  waa  adopted  by  the  council. 

JOHN  S.  ADAM, 
Draughtsman. 
That  portion  of  Courtney  etreet  be- 
tween Douglas  and  Blanchard  streets 
haa  been  reeubmitted  to  the  ratepayers, 
and  haa  been  accepted  by  them  .  The 
portion  between  Blanchard  and  Quadra 
haa  been  approved  of  aa  it  le.  but  your 
council  have  decided  to  comply  with  the 
wishes  of  the  majority  of  the  ratepay- 
ers on  this  block,  and  you  do  not  wish 
to  take  advantage  of  the  signatures  of 
tbe  wardens  of  Christ  church  cathedral, 
as  being  non-effective.  I  might  add  la 
this  connection  that  when  the  question 
of  paving  Courtney  street  first  came  up, 
Alderman  Oleaeon.  Alderman  H.  M. 
Fuller  ton,  and  myeelf  met  the  ratepay- 
ers on  the  street,  and  the  elder  men 
were  of  the  opinion  that  the  work  aa 
originally  euggeeted  by  me  waa  .the 
proper  work. 

Aa  to  Rockland  avenue  and  Richard* 
eon  street,  these  were  not  reported  on 
nor  constructed  during  my  tenure  of 
office,  and  I  fall  to  see  why  the  city 
solicitor  should  associate  my  name  with 
them.  ^ 

3.  To  answer  the  charge  aa  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  bookkeeping  department 
Itu  my  office,  contained  in  the  city  soli* 
citor"s  letter,  I  have  only  to  refer  you 
to  the  highly  satisfactory  report  pre* 
eented  by  the  special  auditors  made  for 
the  laat  few  years.  Mr.  H.  P.  Orton 
Is  the  head  of  this  department,  and  has 
been  for  some  years.  Be  haa  always 
proved  himself  painstaking  and  efficient, 
t.  The  city  solicitor  makes  a  last 
charge,  to  quote  hid  own  words,  "while 
he  Is  In  this  strain."  re  the  Creosote 
drums  sold  to  Simon  Leiser.  In  October. 
lilt,  the  city  council  author lr.ed  Mr. 
Morley  and  myself  to  sr range  with 
Simon  Leiser  far  the  sale  of  a  number  of 
empty  creosote  drums  situated  an  an 
empty  lot  on  Telegraph  etreet  Mr. 
McEachern  classified  tbe  drums  and 
turned  la  a  report  to  the  accountant's 
office.  Mr.  Leiser  met  the  mayor  and 
myself  at  the  city  ball,  and  took  these 
drums,  agreeing  to'  pay  $1  each  far  the 
better  class  and  sO  cents  each  far 
the  poorer  ones.  There  was  no  written 
ageement,  but  It  waa  understood  that 
Mr.  Leiser  would  take  the  drums  as 
classified  by  Mr.  MoBeehern,  at  ones 
fyom  the  lot  and  that  he  would  be  billed 
forthwith.  For  some  reason,  Mr.  Leiser 
did  not  remove  the  drums,  and  It  was 
only  when  the  city  threatened  to  hold 
Mm  liable  fat  tha  rent  of  the  lot  that 
he  took  tbem  to  h|s  whtrf.  Mr.  Leiser. 
now,  does  not  want  to  take  the  drums, 
though  he  gives  aa  reason.

This  letter  te  written  at  Orovi'lle  in 
the  state  of  Washington,  a  place  we  did 
not  Intend  to  vialt.  but  where  we  have 
been  detained  over  night   by   the  train 
arrangements.     By  a  little  hard  travel- 
ing we  will  be  able  to  make  good  our 
appointment.     I   may  mention   that  the 
representatives  of  the  coal,  company  at 
Fernle  and  of  the  Oranby  Company  are 
to  meet  the  tax  commission  In  Victoria. 
Today's  ride  from  Rossland  to  Orand 
Forks   taught   ua  aeveral   things,  about 
two  of  which  I  will  sneak.    One  of  the 
witnesses    before     the     commission    at 
Orand  Forks  was    a    fruit  grower,  and 
after   adjournment   I    talked   with    hlra. 
He   said  he  had  eight  acres   In   prunes 
and  speaking  from  seven  years'   exper- 
ience he  said  that  his  crop  had  netted 
him   aa  average  of   $800  an  acre  f.o.b. 
at  Orand  Forks  each  year.     I  asked  him 
how  much  more  land  there  waa  in  the 
valley  like  his,  and  he  said  he  had  giv- 
en it  a  .ood  deal  of  thought  and  his  es- 
timata  waa  10.000  acres.     Therefore  if 
cut  his  average  net  profit  In  two    and 
put  it  at  1100  an  acre,  we  have  a  net 
profit  for  the  whole  area  of  $1,000,000. 
which   would   mean   a   gross   output   of 
14,000.000.     In  this     morning's     Nelson 
Dally  News  it  was  stated  that  the  net 
profit   of   the  Consolidated   Mining  and 
smelting  Company  waa  |*0J,000  for  the 
lsst  year.

Hankow  between  its  forces  and  the 
rebels  more  than  twanty-four  Hours  be- 
fore It  became  public.  Reports  of  the 
rebel  victory  gradually  leaked  out  dur- 
ing the  day.  but  the  first  positive  ac- 
count of  the  defeat  of  the  imperial 
troops  was  delivered  to  the  foreign  le- 
gations tonight  by  the  Associated  Press. 
It  caused  a  profound  Impression  . 

Tho  sucoess  of  the  revolution  haa 
been  considered  here  to  hinge  upon  the 
result  of  the  first  frontier  encounter. 
as  Its  effect  would  be  far-reaching. 
Wh«n  the  fugitive  Imperialists  reach 
the  main  army,  now  mobilizing  near 
Bin  Tang  Chow,  knowledge  of  the  re- 
pulse. It  is  believed,  will  utterly  de- 
moralise the  troops,  while  as  the  news 
travels  along  the  Tangtse  river  It  prob- 
ably will  cause  Important  adhesions  to 
the   rebel  cause. 

The  foreign  legations  here  believe 
that  todays  news  from  Hankow  and 
Honan  will  mean  that  the  provinces 
south  of  the  Tangtse  and  also  some  of 
the  north  side  of  the  rlvsr  will  eecede 
sooner   or    later.  , 

The  government  acknowledges  that 
there  Is  a  serious  situation  in  Chang 
Sha.  province  of  Honan.  which  it  ta  be- 
lieved In  Peking  means  that  Chang  She 
has  Jolnad  the  revolt 

Foreigners  whose     business     it  Is   to 
study  China   think  the     northern  prov- 
inces, which  are  not  deeply  affected  by 
sedition,    may    rally    around    the    Man- 
chua.      Everything,    however,    seems    to 
depend    on  an    Immediate   and    success- 
ful    edvance    by    Minister    of    War    Tin 
Tchang.    who   now     commando     twenty 
thousand  men  within  one  hundred  miles 
of  Hankow,  but  only  the  foreign  minis- 
try pretends   to  enjoy  confidence  In  his 
promised   attack.     Already   Tin   Tchang 
Is   issuing  proclamations     offering   par- 
dons to  all  who  desert  the  rebel  stand- 
ard, and  it  Is  believed  he  will  rely  on 
proclamations    or    negotiations,    fearing 
or  being  unable  to  move  his  army.  At 
midnight   the   report   from   Tin  Tchang 
was  published  In  the  official  gasette.     It 
does  not  refer  to  Wednesday's  fight  at 
Hankow.

Re  Charles  Oregg:  This  hardly  calls 
for  comment.  During  my  career.  I  have 
always  considered  that  the  press  repre- 
sentatives were  entitled  to  any  infor- 
mation which  could  properly  bs  given. 
I  deny  abaolutely  that  my  time  was 
wasted  or  that  the  department  suffered 
by  reason  of  the  caHs  of  the  represen- 
tatives on  their  dally  rounds.  I  have 
found  that  any  Information  that  the 
press  men  have  gained  has  not  been 
used  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  depart- 
ment or  the  city's  work.  Mr.  Oregg  was 
one  of  a  number  of  applicants  for  the 
position  on  work  In  connection  with  the 
city.  He  waa  not  put  on  as  Inspector  of 
pavement,  but  wad  put  In  to  measure 
and  grade  the  different  sixes  of  sand 
used  In  the  asphalt  surface,  which  un- 
der the  asphalt  specifications,  is  rigid. 
This  work  any  man  of  ordinary  Intelli- 
gence can  carry  out.  Of  all  the  other 
applicants,  none  were  mora  suitable  than 
Mr.  Oregg.  Mr.  Oregg  put  In  three  con- 
secutive days  and  was  on  hand  for  an 
additional  ten  daya.  He  turned  In  his 
time  at  thirteen  daya.  I  discovered  thla 
when  the  pay  aheat  waa  submitted  to 
me.  I  Immediately  enquired  of  Mr.  Rod- 
ney what  time  he  had  put  In,  and  on 
being  Informed  three  days.  I  changed 
the  pay  aheet  accordingly'.  W*, 

Aa  to  the  placing  of  material  on  the 
different  streets,  this  work  Was  given 
considerable  consideration,  bat  on  ac- 
count of  the  vast  amount  of  work  be- 
ing carried  on  in.  such  a  short  period. 
It  was  Imperative  that  some  of  '  the 
streets  would  be  mo r«  or  less  blocked, 
but  IB  faw  cases  were  the  streets  clos- 
ed to  t raf fle.  The  Are  chief  was  notified 
of  every  street  taken  tip  or  blocked.

CHARGES  OF  MAYOR

of  til*  streets  committee,  city  solicitor, 
Mr.  Worswick  and  Die  repreeentatlv'ea 
Of  the  Canadian  Mineral  Rubber  com- 
pany want  over  the  street  and  it  was 
agreed  to  pay  the  company  for  the  work 
at  the  rata  of  the  light  and  heavy 
asphalt,  as  the  street  was  done. 

I  examined  Yates  street  during  Ha 
construction  near  its  westerly  end  and 
discovered  that  the  contractor  was  not 
laying  the  proper  thickness.  I  immedi- 
ately stopped  the  work  and  procured 
another  Inspector,  and  from  observation, 
I  believe  from  that  time  on  the  city 
haa  been  getting  full  measure  In  regard 
to  the  concrete  bate.  . 

Mr.  Harry  Worswick's  name  was  sug- 
gested by  his  worship,  the  mayor,  to 
Alderman  Oleaaon  and  myself  as  being 
a  suitable  person  for  the  paving  and 
construction  work  and  would,  in  all 
probability,  serve  aa  well  for  this  work 
as  a  construction  engineer.  Accordingly 
I  submitted  Mr.  Worskick's  name  to  the 
city  council,  recommending  his  appoint- 
ment as  foreman  of  paving  construc- 
tion. This  recommendation  was  approv- 
ed by  the  city  council.  Mr.  Worswick's 
duties  were  to  be  that  of  forwarding 
the  paving  programme  paying  ,  special 
attention  to  the  underground  and  con- 
crete work,  an  expert  on  the  wearing 
surface  having  been  procured  in  the  ■Pfr- 
»on   of   Mr.    Rodney. 

Mr.    Worswlok    Faithful 

Mr.  Worswjck.  tu  the  beet  of  my 
knowledge,  was  carrying  out  his  Instruc- 
tions faithfully,  when  objection  was 
taken  by  the  Canadian  Mineral  Rubber 
company  to  certain  statements  made 
by  Mr.  McKachern,  the  inspector  under 
Mr.    Worswick.    purporting    to    be    orders

of    the   company,    denied    the    statements 

aliened    tu    have   been   made   by   him    to 

two    of    the    representatives.        Mr.    Mc- 

Kachern  is  not   now  an  employee  of  the

On  account  of  the  objection  by  the 
company  to  Mr.  Worswick,  1  had  him 
transferred  to  the  underground  work 
solely  and  am  having  the  Inspectors  look 
after  the  concrete  work.  This  Inspection 
Is  checked  by  further  inspection  by  my- 
self and  by  Mr.  Jones  an  ex-clty  en- 
gineer of  character  and  ability. 

The  method  of  measuring  the  material 
la  precisely  the  same  as  regards  the 
two  companies,  and  the  proportioning 
of  the  different  materials  In  accordance 
with    the   specifications.   If   there   Is   not 


enough  sand  to  All  up  the  proportion, 
more  must  be  added  and  the  same  with 
the  gravel  and  broken  atone. 

Mr.  McEachern  was  removed  from  the 
inspection  of  the  concrete  partly  be- 
cause the  Mayor,  In  the  presence  of  two 
representatives  of  the  paving  company, 
stated  that  bo  did  not  consider  him 
qualified  to  Inspect  that  class  of  work. 
While  I  believe  Mr.  McEachern  would 
carry  out  Instructions.  I  have  felt  ho 
was  apt  to  create  trouble  unnecessarily. 

All  inspectors  and  foremen  have  spe- 
cific instructions  to  tamp  and.  where 
possible,  water  the  backfill  so  as  to  get 
so  much  earth  aa  postble  back  Into  the 
trench.  This  is  afterwards  thoroughly 
rolled  before  being  covered  with  con- 
crcte.  The  two  places  spoken  of  where 
the  trench  settled  are  not  extensive.  The 

on«  »t  RUnrhard  and  Vlo^r  «tr**ta.  hay- 
ing a  lateral  connection  only  a  few 
fee(  in  length.  I  understand,  was  part- 
ly filled  In  by  the  contractors,  and  fin- 
ally filled  and  rolled  by  them  In  carry- 
ing out  their  work.  Special  care  Is  be- 
ing taken  throughout  the  city  as  regards 
backfills  and,  when  It  Is  considered  that 
there  Is  five  or  six  miles  of  trench  for 
every  mile  of  pavement,  it  is  not  sur- 
prising to  find  spots  not  thoroughly 
tamped  or  backfilled.  The  strong  fea- 
ture of  the  concrete  pavement  is  that 
except  In  unusual  cases  the  concrete 
will  bridge  the  minor  settlements.  These 
settlements  are  not  apt  to  occur  after 
the  work  Is  completed,  as  we  are  having 
it  done  In   the  city. 

The  Johnson  street  conduit  Is  put  In 
by  the  telephone  company  and  an  inspec- 
tor was  appointed  by  the  city  to  see  that 
the  earth  was  properly  tamped  between 
Douglas  and  Oovernment  streets,  and  I 
have  no  reason  to  believe  that  this  was 
not  done.  That  portion  between  Douglas 
and  RIanchard  was  thoroughly  rolled  be- 
fore  being  paved.

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As  to  the  rouRher  surface  on  the  Yatea 
street  grade,  there  is  no  provision  In 
the  specifications  for  such,  nor  have  I 
ever  seen  asphalt  specifications  that  pro- 
vided for  this.  However.  I  expressed  the 
opinion  that  It  might  be  well  to  have 
this  done.  Mr.  Gleason  will  agree  that 
on  the  heavy  grades  In  Seattle  and  Los 
Angeles  where  asphalt  la  used  on  the 
sides,  and  granite  sets  or  rougher  ma- 
terial In  the  centre,  the  Hne  of  traffic 
follows   the   asphalt. 

As  to  the  employment  of  unpractica- 
ble  Inspectors,  the  gentlemen  referred 
to  was  the  only  available  man  to  put 
on  In  place  of  the  Inspector  sent  to  as- 
sist the  Inspector  at  Ross  Bay  sea- 
wall who  made  application  for  an  as- 
sistant on  account  of  the  extra  long 
hours  and  night .  work  and  the  use  of 
two  mixing  machines.  As  soon  as  the 
work  at  Ross  Bay  did  not  require  the 
two  Inspectors,  the  extra  man  was  laid 
off. 

In  the  mayor's  statement  regarding 
the  cost  of  Inspection  hs  very  subtley 
conveyed  the  Idea  that  the  sum  of  $7.- 
978. 55  is  being  expended  every,  month. 
This  is  not  the  case.  Those  ar«  the  ac- 
tual figures  paid  for  Inspection  for  the 
last  seven  months,  hence,  the  money 
spent  for  Inspection  is.  approximately, 
$1000  per  month.  This  Includes  Mr.  Bast, 
the  chemist;  Mr.  Rodney,  the  asphalt 
expert:  H.  Worswick  and  all  other  In- 
spectors engaged,  as  well  as  the  driver 
of  the  automobile,  whose  services  are 
more  in  demand  on  other  work  than  on 
the  paving. 

Provided  for  Boulevards 
The  bylaw  for  paving  Vancouver 
street  provided  for  boulevards  and  was 
passed  before  my  tenure  of  office.  I 
started  to  work  In  June  1910,  at  the 
same  time  started  to  pave  Tates  street 
betwen  Quadra  and  Harrison  streets, 
providing  for  boulevards  also.  After  the 
work  waa  started  on  Tates  street,  a 
petition  was  presented  to  the  council 
asking  to  have  the  boulevards  cut  out 
and  agreeing  to  pay  the  expense  in- 
curred, but  no  petition  was  presented 
against  the  Vancouver  street  boulevards. 
As  to  the  twenty  foot  sidewalks  on 
Douglas  street,  the  chief  objection  to 
the  wider  sidewalk  was  the  fact  that 
when  teams  with  large  drays  stood  Im- 
mediately across  or  at  right  angles  to 
the  street.  It  would  Interfere  with  street 
oar  traffic.  I  still  think  It  would  have 
been  better  to  have  had  the  wide  side- 
walks, but  this  is  a  question  that  the 
citizens  must  be  educated  to  slowly.  The 
present  sidewalks  are  sixteen  feet  wiue. 
I  understand,  there  Is  a  strong  tendency 
to  wider  sidewalks  and  narrower  road- 
ways In  most  American  cities. 

Aa  to  Esquimau  road,  it  was  origin- 
ally planned  forty-one  feet  Including 
curbs.  No  boulevards  were  provided  for. 
This  would  leave  a  sidewalk  eleven  and 
a  half  feet  wide.  Upon  further  consid- 
eration, It  was  decided  to  lessen  the 
width  of/>  the  walks  and  widen  the  road- 
way to  forty- four  feet.  These  are  mat- 
ters for  which  there  Is  no  hard  and 
fast  rule,  each  street  having  peculiar 
conditions  of  its  own. 

Aa  to  the  drain  on  Quadra  street,  the 
only  renewal  or  duplication  of  the  drain 
that  I  know  of.  was  a  short  piece  be- 
tween View  and  Fort  streets  upon  which 
the  poles  were  required  to  be  removed 
back  Into  the  curb  and  at  the  came 
time  to  deepen  the  outlet  to  provide 
for  a  new  drain  on  Tori  street.  There' 
fore,  the  short  piece  of  drain  was  taken 
up  and  relaid  further  in  the  street  at 
a  cost  of,  I  am  informed.  In  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $«6. 

Regarding  King's  road.  On  this  there 
is  an  Old  surface  drain,  but  unfortunate- 
ly the  city  plans  did  not  show  this 
drain.  The  surface  drain  engineer,  ac- 
cordingly, put  down  teat  holes  to  lo- 
cate the  drain,  but  I  am  Informed!  that 
the  eld  drain  crccsCd  from  one  side  of 
the  street  which  necessitated  putting 
down  a  number  of  holes  which  to  the 
onlooker  would  appear  like  the  com- 
mencement of  the  drain.  I  am  further 
informed  by  Mr.  Olsons*  that  this 
work  cost  about  I  IB.

NEW  WESTMINSTER.  Oct  10.— 
Oullty  In  the  first  degree  was  the  ver- 
dict returned  by  the  Jury  In  the  case 
In  which  Makun  Singh  and  tshar 
Singh  were  charged  with  wounding' 
wiiii  Intent  to  do  grievous  bodily  harm. 
The  case  occupied  two  day*  and  wa* 
rather  complicated,  the  evidence,  being 
hard  to  extract  from  the  witnesses, 
who  were  nearly  all  British  Indiana 
Following  the  announcement  of  the  ver- 
dict, two  of  the  witness**,  Ishar 
Singh  (brother  of  the  Hindu  who  wa* 
found  guilty)  and  Borg  Singh,  were  ar- 
rested and  will  be  committed  for  per- 
jury. 

Another  feature  of  the  case  was  an 
anonymous  letter  sent  to  the  chief  Jus- 
tice during  the  hearing  of  the  caae,  ask- 
ing him  "to  be  cure  and  convict  the  ac- 
cused." The  writer,  who  had  appar- 
ently endeavored  to  disguise  his  hand- 
writing, signed  himself  "A  lover  of 
truth  and  Justice."  Chief  Justice 
Hunter  read  the  letter  In  open  court 
and  expressed  hi*  Intention  of  handing 
It  over  to  the  chief  of  police,  styling 
the  offence  a  gross  contempt  of  court. 
The  occurrence  took 'place  last  Aug- 
ust In  the  Hindu  colony  In  the  lower 
part  of  the  city,  when  Dharm  Singh 
was  assaulted  by  the  two  prisoners. 
He  wa*  passing  their  house,  he  claims, 
on  the  way  to  the  Hindu  temple  when 
the  two  men  came  out.  One  of  them 
grabbed  him  while  the  other  beat  him 
on  the  head  and  back  with*  a  hammer.

Early  In  June,  this  year.  It  was  re- 
ported that  there  was  a  Joint  stock 
company  being  formed  to  manufacture 
cement  pipe  required  for  city  sew««a«« 
purposes.  About  the  1st  of  June  the 
mayor  'phoned  me  aaklng  for  the  sewer 
pipe  contract  I  Immediately  procured 
the  tender  of  the  B.  C.  Pottery  Com- 
pany, who  had  the  contract  for  vltrlned 
clay  pipe,  and  took  It  to  the  city  soli- 
citor's office  to  see  If  a  contract  had 
been  drawn.  While  1  waa  in  the  solici- 
tor's office,  tha  mayor  came  In  with  an- 
other gentleman,  who  waa  the  promotor 
of  the  new  company.  I  quoted  the  city's 
prices  for  vitrified  clay  pipe,  and  he 
gave  approximate  figures  for  cement 
pipe,  which  were  nearly  half  those  of 
the  B.  C  Pottery  Co. 

On  Wednesday.  June  Tth,  1911,  the 
council  met  and  Mr.  Morley  handed  me 
a  sheet  of  paper,  herewith  attached,  on 
which  were  typewritten  quotations.  This 
paper  had  nothing  to  ahow  where  it 
came  from,  nor  any  signature  or  writ- 
ing to  identify  It.  The  mayor  asked  me 
t,  compare  the  prices  on  the  paper  with 
what  we  were  "paying  for  pipe,  and  if 
these  were  the  lower  to  recommend 
their  acceptance  at  the  next  Council 
meeting  on  Friday,  the  9th  of  June.

required,  the  quoted  prk*  amounting  to 
940.990. 

Had  I  reported  aa  suggested  by  Mr. 
Morley,  the  city  would  have  been  com- 
mitted to  a  contract  without  competl- 
would  have  been  compelled  to  accept 
whatever  pipe  the  contractors  saw  At  to 
tion.  with  a  contractor  of  whom  they 
knew  nothing,  and  without  a  specifica- 
tion for  pipe  and  material,  and  could  he 
compelled  to  accept  pipe  not  worth 
810,000.

NBW  TOBK,  Oet.  2 p.— Erratic  move- 
man,*  again  characterized  th*  stock  market 
today,  although  It  exhibited  a  consistently 
ilrm  undertone.  Prices  seemed  to  fluctu- 
ate la  response  to  ao  well  defined  changes 
In  opinion,  which  remains  contused  and  un- 
certain. 

Changes  In  consequence  '  were  often  per- 
plexing, and  could  be  attributed  only  to  the 
varying  fortunes  of  largo  speculative  inter- 
ests, whose  operations  have  been  expanded 
considerably  In  the  last  few  days.  The 
market -closed  with  a  substantial  gala, 
ranging  from  1  to  2  points  among  the  active 
stocks,  but  the  advance  seemed  to  repre- 
sent more  the  temporary  advantage  ot  one 
faction  than  a  general  enhancement  of 
market  values.  Although  activity  increased 
on  both  sides  of  the  market,  the  bears  were 
not  able  to  bring  about  such  periods  of 
weakness  as  they  produced  yesterday.  Ac- 
cordlns  to  the  gossip  of  the  street,  a  largo 
pool  was  at  work  In  United  gtatea  Steel. 
Whether  there  la  any  ground  for  such  a  re- 
port, evidences  of  speculation  in  various 
parts  or  the  list  were  plain.  Bears  at- 
tacked tho  market  energetically  in  the 
early  trading,  but  made  little  headway. 
Selling  at  the  outset  was  unusually  heavy. 
More  than  10,000  shares  of  United  States 
Steel  wore  thrown  on  the  market  within 
the  flrst  few  minutes,  but  although  the 
list  weakened  somewhat,  it  soon  recovered. 
After  a  series  of  unimportant  fluctuations, 
the  market  took  on  a  renewed  activity  be- 
fore the  close  and  In  the  last  halt  hour 
prices    were   carried    up   rapidly. 

The  metal  stocks  were  not  coneplcuous. 
Transactions  In  United  States  Steel  constl- 
tiited  one  of  the  total  morning's  Business. 
The  copper  stocks,  after  several  months  of 
Inactivity,  became  permanent  In  specula- 
tion. 

Amalgamated  Copper  advanced  2  points 
on  heavy  dealings,  and  Anaconda,  Tennes- 
see Copper,  Utnh  Copper  and  American 
Smelting  sained  a  point  or  more.  While 
the  movement  In  these  stocks  Is  largely 
speculative,  it  has  a  basis  in  current  con- 
ditions In  the  copper  metal  trade.  Sales 
of  copper  continue  on  a  large  scale,  for 
both  domestic  and  foreign  delivery,  and 
prices  have  been  quite  generally  advanced 
by  producers  and  selling  agents.  Although 
sales  thua  far  this  month  are  estimated  at 
more  than  100.000.000  pounds,  a  large  In- 
crease in  surplus  stocks  at  the  end  of  Oc- 
tober  Is   expected. 

Trading  In  bonds  was  on  a  smaller  basis 
today.  Prices  Improved  after  early  Irregu- 
larity. Total  sales  (par  value)  93.002.000. 
United  States  bonds  were  unchanged  on 
call.
